a prosperous Egypt’ 


NEW YORK (JTA}. — David 
Rockefeller, Chairman of Chase 
Manhattan Bank, has said that 
the bank's decision to open 
branches in Egypt and to make 
an ear loan to help build an 
Pipeline in Egypt wes good 
tor Israel and that the Israel 
government recognized this. 
Rockefeller said in an interview 
in the “New York Post” that the 
Tore President Sadat uses 
foreign investment to build his 
economy the less likely is he to 
Eo to war agains: Israel, He said 
no doubt the Israelis recognize 
that Sadat is changing the face 
of Egypt in a very significant 
way, Ὁ way that is bound to be 
beneficial to them in the long 
run. (Rockefeller visited Israeli 
and Egypt this month.) 
Rockefeller said he wanted to 
test the reactions in Israel 
“where we have close ties. He 
said that Chase Manhattan has 
no branches in Israel but that 
Israel has not sought them.” 
In response to his feelers, he 
said, “two prominent members of 
the Israeli government" indicated 
that Sadat's emphasis on econo- 
mic development was “very 
promis:.ng for the future” because 
the more Sadat concentrated on 


helping Egypt's economy and 
restoring cities along the Suez 
Canal “the less likely he is going 
to be to want to start the war 
again, and therefore, they said, 
the more foreign investment that 
goes into Egypt, the better we 
like it.” 

Rockefeller said Sadat “really 
wants peace and wanta to be 
the person who will have brought 
Egypt back as a strong economic 
entity.” 

The “Post” story noted that 
highly placed Egyptian officials 
have warned that if negotiations 
with Israel bog down, Egypt 
will not hestitate to renew the 

. The interviewer noted 
that during the 1969-70 war of 
attrition and during the Yom 
Kippur War, Egypt did not hesi- 
tate to fight despite the destruc- 
tion of its investment in the 
Canal-side commercial centres. 

Rockefeller said that “obviously 
there is always that kind of a 
risk but I think the point the 
Israelis were making was that if 
the Egyptians start rebuilding 
the cities along the Canal, and 
they estimate this will cost seven 
billion dollars, it seems unlikely 
that they are going to risk again 
their being destroyed.” 


Rabin, Yoffe: no pull-back 
from 1967 Golan lines 


Two former generals now on op- 
posite sides of the political fence 
agreed in a radio debate yesterday 
thet Israe! should not give up “a 
Single inch” of that part of the 
Golan Heights captured in the 1967 
Six Day War. 


Yitzhak Rabin, AUgnment M.K, 
and Chief of Staif during the 1967 
war, said: “I see room for bargain- 
ing between us and the Syrians 
only over that area taken in the 
Yom Kippur war... and even here 
the Syrians will have to make con- 
cesstons.” 

Mr, Rabin visualized a disenga- 
gement agreement with the Syrians 
that would entail a U.N. controlled 
buffer zone along the 1973 cease- 
fire line, extending eastward (into 
Israeli-held Syrian territory). “After- 
wards there can be a thinning of 
forces on both sides of this zone,” 
he said. 

Avraham Yoffe, Likud MLK. and 
a former O/C Northern Command, 
said he basically agreed with Mr. 
Rabin's ideas on disengagement. He 
pointed out that in the southern 


Golan Israeli forces had not ad- 
vanced beyond the 1967 cease-fire 
line. There the Syrians would have 
to give up a zone about 12 kilo- 
metres deep, in exchange for an 
Israeli withdrawal of some 24 kilo- 
metres in the northern sector, where 
the IDF had pushed back the Sy- 
rians during the October war, he 
sald. 

The two Knesset members dis- 
agreed sharply, however, on the 
PoW issue, with Mr. Rabin reject- 
ing Mr, Yoffe’s contention that Is- 
rael should refuse to start nego- 
tlating with the Syrians on disen- 
gagement before all the Israeli pri- 
soners are released. “The question

‘An American tug-0’-war’ 


TEL AVIV. — Professor Frank To- 
chau, of the University of Wlinots, 
believes that American foreign po- 
licy is not likely to be affected by 
the Watergate crisis. Watergate, 
Prof. Tochau said in a talk at the 
U.S. Cultural Centre here last week, 
is a purely American tug-of-war 
between the iegislature and the pre- 
sidency, a situation which has ex- 
isted practically since American in- 
dependence. 

Since the time of President Roose- 
velt, the presidency has had the 


upper hand. President Nixon, says 
Prof. Tochau, failed in maintaining 
good relations, not only with Con- 
gress, but also with the press — ἃ 
fact which contributed to the way 
the newspapers handled the Water- 
gate affair. But in political circles, 
the press has little influence, and 
io the Middle West in particular the 
press is regarded with suspicion. 
“Most Congressman will do their 
best in order not to impeach the 
President, but will vote for it if 
they are given no alternative by 
‘Nixon's moves," Prof. Tochau said.

Gunman forces French 
radio to air his views 


PARIS (UPI). — Police said yes- 
terday that a gunman who seized 
hostages in a radio station early 
yesterday and forced a disc jockey 
to read a political tract, is a for- 
mer menta! patient who was accu- 
sed of murdering his father. 

They identified the msn 85 Jacques 
Robert, 39, and said he had a his- 
tory of prison sentences and bizarre 
crimes, including the planned kid- 
napping of French pop star Johnny 
Halliday and an attempt to extort 
money from French film comedian 
Louis de Funes. 

The police said that Robert, 
dressed in 8 blue overcoat, sombre 
suit and carrying a bag in one hand 
with his right hand in his pocket, 
asked to see Radio Luxembourg 
disc jockey Max Meynier in the 
station's studio in the centre of 
Paris shortly before midnight. 

The receptionist directed him to 


the studio. 

Shortly afterwards listeners heard 
Meynier interrupt his music pro- 
gramme and say in an agitated 
voice: “I am forced to speak under 
threat.. 1 am threatened.. A man 
has a grenade.” 

Police squad cars, alerted by the 
statements, surrounded the buildinz. 

Meynier said Robert brandished 
ἃ gun and a grenade — the gre- 
nade turned out to be a plastic 
toy — and prevented him or two 
of his colleagues in the studio from 
leaving. 

He demanded Meynier broadcast 
a political message, which he did. 
Police said it was mainly Incohe- 
rent, denouncing the government and 
taxes, and asking the French peo- 
ple to invest supreme power in Se- 
nate President Allain Poher.

dustice Cohn 

Justice Cohn held, at the outset, 
that he wag still of the opinion, as 
he had been in B.C. 403/71 (2 P.D. 
26/81), that the High Court is not 
competent to consider a petition 
ageinst a decision of the National 
Labour Court on ἃ matter which 
comes within its exclusive jurisdic- 
tion, However, he continued, he hag 
decided to bow to the will of the 
majority, in this matter, as the ques- 
tion of jurisdiction of the courts and 
tribunals ig one of those questions 
in which the consistency and stab- 
Dlity of the decisions affecting them 
is all-important. 

On the merits of the case, Justice 
Cohn held that he was prepared to 
concur with the Labour Tribunal on 
the following points: that conceding 
that a workers right to a place 
of employment is a quasi-pro- 
prietorial right would not be re- 
pugnant to the basic concepts of 
labour relations, as reflected in the

law practised in Israel; that an 
employer {is entitled to fire an em- 
ployee at any time and for any 
reason, unless he is prevented from 
doing 30 ‘hy law, by a labour con- 
tract or by a collective agreement; 
that there is no need to have re- 
course in this particular case to 
the English common law and prin- 
ciples of equity; that the Labour 
Tribunals are not bound, in matters 
which come within their exclusive 
jurisdiction, by Supreme Court pre- 
cedents; and that the Labour Tri- 
bunal is competent, even by way 
of injunction, to enforce a provision 
of a collective agreement which 
prohibits the dismissal pf a worker. 
Justice Cohri then went on to point 
out that no-one disputed the fact 
that neither the law nor the con- 
tract between the petitioners and 
the respondent contained anything 
preventing the respondent's dismissal 
at any time and for any reason — 
which left only the possibility that 
the collective agreement applicable 
to the parties contained some such 
provision. However, he held, not 
only was proof of this not pro- 
ferred, but no such claim was ever 
made by the respondent. And as to 
the Tribunal’s opinion that the very 
existence of a collective agreement 
is sufficient to prevent an employer 
from dismissing a worker, he could 
not, continued Justice Cohn, find 
any justification for it either in 
the Collective Agreements Law or 
in any other law. ᾿ 
Where, however, continued Jus- 
tice Cohn, a collective agreement 
does contain a clause to the effect 
that a worker may not be dismissed 
and must be employed until he 
reaches retirement age, then the 
worker’s right to a place of work 
can be deemed to be a quasi-pro- 
prietorial one. However, the nature 
of this right does not derogate from 
its contractual ; and inorder 
for it to be realised, the contract 
from which it derives its existence 
must be enforced — which is im- 
‘possible in the case of a contract
